Positive Side of Resolution Point 4:

Emphasis on Just and Equitable Transition: By prioritizing a just, orderly, and equitable 
energy transition, the resolution signals a commitment to fairness in the transition to a 
sustainable energy system. This focus aligns with global calls for climate action that 
considers social and economic equity. 


Attention to Climate Finance: The inclusion of the pillar focused on fixing climate 
finance indicates a commitment to addressing financial challenges associated with 
climate action. This recognition is positive for ensuring the necessary funding to 
support climate initiatives globally. 


People-Centric Approach: The pillar emphasizing people, lives, and livelihoods 
suggests a people-centric approach, acknowledging the real-world impacts of climate 
change on individuals and communities. This focus reflects an understanding of the 
need to prioritize the well-being of populations affected by climate-related events. 


Inclusivity as a Foundation: The resolution underscores the importance of full inclusivity, 
emphasizing the need for broad participation in climate action. This commitment aligns 
with the principles of the Paris Agreement, recognizing that effective solutions require 
the involvement of diverse stakeholders. 


Negative Side of Resolution Point 4: 


Lack of Specifics: While the resolution outlines broad pillars, it may lack specific details 
on concrete actions, commitments, or initiatives under each category. Critics might 
argue that without detailed specifics, it is challenging to assess the depth and 
effectiveness of the outcomes. 


Ambiguity in “Fixing Climate Finance”: The second pillar, “fixing climate finance,” may 
be viewed as somewhat ambiguous. Critics might question the clarity and specificity of 
actions to address financial challenges related to climate change, potentially leading to 
concerns about accountability and effectiveness. 
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Potential Overemphasis on Inclusivity: While inclusivity is crucial, critics might argue 
that the emphasis on inclusivity as a foundational aspect may not provide clear 
guidance on how inclusivity will be practically implemented. The resolution could lack 
specifics on mechanisms for ensuring and promoting inclusivity. 


Scope of “Focusing on People”: The pillar focusing on people, lives, and livelihoods is 
broad, and the resolution does not delve into specific measures or policies. Critics 
might contend that without clear actions, the resolution may fall short in providing 
tangible solutions to address the human impacts of climate change. 


Missing Metrics for Evaluation: The resolution does not outline specific metrics for 
evaluating the success or impact of the outcomes. Critics might argue that the lack of 
clear metrics makes it challenging to objectively measure progress and effectiveness 
under each pillar. 


In summary, while the resolution points to positive aspects such as a structured 
approach, emphasis on just transition, attention to climate finance, a people-centric 
approach, and inclusivity, it may face criticism for lacking specific details, potential 
ambiguity, and the absence of clear metrics for evaluation.
